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‘The mere fact of sex does not justify the 

Legislature in putting forth the police powers 
of tne State to restrict. that right uniese the 
health, comfort, and welfare of the people 
require it. The court can see no reasonable 
gtound for fixing upon eight hours in one day 
as the limit in which a woman can labor 
without injury to her physique and beyond 
which, if she work, iajury will necessarily fol- 
low. Itis questionable if the polices power 
of the State can be.invoked to prevent 
injury to the individual engaged in a 
particular callmg. There can be no more 
justification for the prohibition of the prosecu- 
tion of certain callings by women because the 
employment will prove hurtful to them than 
it would be for the State to prohibit men from 
working in white lead because they are apt to 
contract lead poisoning. 
. When a health law is challenged on the 
ground that it arbitrarily interferes with per- 
sonal liberty and pfivate property without 
due process of law the court must be able to 
see that it has at least in fact some relation to 
the public health; that the public health is the 
end actually aimed at, ahd that it is appropri- 
ate and adapted to thatend. This the court 
has not been able to sée in Sec. 5, and itis 
therefore unconstitutional and void. 


Knocks Out the Inspectors. 


The validity of the act of 1898 is challenged 
because it contains two distinct subjects and 
that both are contained in the title, which is 
in contravention of Sec. 13 of Art. 4.of the 
Constitution, .which is: “‘Nofct hereafter 
passed shal!) embrace more ihan one subject, 
and that shall be expressed in the title. But 
ifany subject shall. be embraced in an act 
which shall not be expressed in the title such 
act shall be void only as to so muuch thereof as 
shall not be so expressed.”’ 

Sec. 16 of the same article provides that 
the pay of members of the Legislature and all 
State officers must be provided for in appro- 
priation bills which shail contain no provision 
on any other subject. The court cannot, 
after giving ita fair construction. see that 
two subjects are embraced in the title of the 
act, and therefore hold that it is legal and 
binding, But it holds that the Factory In- 
spectors are State officers, or officers of the 
State Government, ana that the paragraph of 
Sec. 10 of the act which appropriates $20,- 
000 for the payment of their’ salaries is in 
conflict with Sec.°16, Art. 4 of the Constitu- 
tion, and is therefore illegal, null, and void. 


The appropriation of $8,000 for the enforce- 


ment of the act is hed to be valid and bind- 
ing. 
_ Summury of the Finding. 
The conclusion of the court is that Sec. 
5 of the act of 1893 and the first clause of 
See. 10 of the same act are void and un- 
constitutional for the reasor cited above. 
These are the only portions of the act which 
were attacked by arguments of counsel; no 
reason was pointed out why they are not sep- 
arate and distinct froin the rest of the act. 
The rule is that where a part of a statute is

ST. HEDWIG’S POLISH CHURCH I8 
OAPTURED BY THE “OUTS.”’

Marching Foar Abreast They Attack the 
Sacred Edifice and Take Possession 
Despite the Police; Who Had Been Le!t 
to Defend IteRiot Call B-ines Rein- 
forcements and the Police Under Capt. 
Kehm Move On the Intrenched Inavad- 
ers and Disitodge Them. 

St. Hedwig’s Church, North Hoyne avenue 
and Kosciusko street, was captured at 6:50 
o'clock this morning by a mob of 200 Poles, 
who swore to take possession of the building 
even at the cost of bloodshed, They expected 
trouble, and according to declarations made 
ata meeting last night at which the onslaught 
was planned, were prepared to meet violence 
with violence. 

Police fiave practically had possession of 
the church for some weeks during the inter- 
necine strife which has rent the membership 
in twain, It was believed a force of 
men and constables were garrisoned 
in the church and parish house. This 
did not daunt the opponents of Father 
Szydiaczyk, whom they intended to throw 
bodily from the building should he be con- 
ducting mass when they arrived. 

March Four Abresst. 

The small army started from Dziewor’s 
Halil marching four abreast. Noarms were 
visib'e, but there had been talk of weapons 
and red pepper, the use of which nearly ai- 
ways forms a feature of Polish church riots. 
When peey approached the church # halt was 
called’ One hundred and fifty of the men 
were detailed to capture the church, the 
others were told to look after the parish 
house. Over the breast-high fence they 
swarmed, through the big gates, which, 
strange to say, were unlocked, they poured 
and temporarily the fight was won. 


Police Show White Feather. 

Just exactly how they gained entrance to 
the church is not known, but they got in the 
back door. Nota soul was visible in the 
body of the structure, but the moment after 
the mob obtained possession out came 
five policemen, who had been stationed 
in the basement with positive orders 
from Capt. Rehin to hoid possession. They 
were cowed by the number of their assailants 
and sarrendered without a show of resistance.

The door of the belfry tower, which is 
separate from the church, was broken in and 
the lock of the one big door to the church 
was picked or broken. Father Szydlaczyk 
and his thirty followers at once took posses.

Meanwhile a number of women had gath- 
ered ia front of thd@hurch and screamed and 
hooted, The police were sent for and put in 
possession of the church and the parish house, 
and then the priest disappeared. Ali day long 
the fury grew as the news spread, anda 
meeting at Dziewor’e Hali was at once 
called. 

Tell of Their Wrongs. 

Before 8 o’clock the big hall was crowded 
full and a couple of hundred men 
stood out in .the street. Teofil Petta, 
John Skaia, Peter Block, and John 
Lewondoski recited in vigorous language 
what they termed this last and greatest out- 
rage and asked what was to bedone, So 
spontaneous was the reply that it was with 
difficulty the huge crowd could be restrained 
from at onee marching to the church and 
taking possession. But they were told that 
the police were at the moment in posession 
and it would be unwise to make an attack 
upon the uniformed representatives of the 
city. 

“Let us wait until morning,” was ad. 
vised. “Then if these schismatics, these hyp- 
ocrites dure to enter that church then let us 
go and drag them out, police or no police, 
corstables or no constables. What if life be 
risked? We will not be trampled apon! We 
‘will have none of them. Out they must go. 
Who will go with the leader we may select? 
Hold up your hands, every one of you 
who will go tomorrow morning and at the 
price of life, if need be, clean out our church 
of these hypocrites!’’ 

Five hundred hands were in the air at once, 
while shouts of fierce approbation rolled 
through the low ceilinged room and were 
caught up by the crowd outside. 

Finally it was arracged that at 6 o'clock in 
the morning they should all meet at Dziewor’s 
Hali, and under the leadership of John 
Leworndoski should march upto the church 
and clean out their hated adversaries, 

The Barzinski people were not idle. At No. 
1028 North Moyne avenue, Anton Baresinki 
had the chureh seal and was stamping tickets 
without which entrance to the church in the 
morning could nut-be had, A strong force of 
police was on hand all day and soon after 
nightfall a squad of a dozen wus placed in

Constable Komorowski, in charge for 
Archbishop Fehan, had telephoned for aid 
the moment the mob appeared.

The Captain heniiiniaads repaired to the 
parish house, where Father Szydlaczyk was 
trying to argue witha mob of fifty excited 
men, 

“What do you want dond?”’ asked the 
Captain. 

“*T want my church cleared !’' 

‘ After an inspection of a letter from Arch- 
bishop Feehan conferring authority on the 
priest Capt. Rehm called his men together, 
lined them up, and said: 

“Clear that church -peacealily if you can. 
If not, draw your revolvers, and, if necessary, 
use them.”’ 

Priven Out br Police, 

This order wes comtaunicated to the mob 
by some Polish officers, and the rioters were 
warned to get out and ge out in a 
hurry. Two abreast the policemen marched 
nto the church. Their advent was greeted 
with derisive cries, but the sight of fifty 
armed men proved too muchi for the weak- 
kneed members of the crowd. They started a 
stampede, which soon becamé general, and 
in fifteen minutes the church and its grounds 
were in possession of the police, 

J. Lewondoski, the leader, was arrested in 
the church and locked up. 

As soon as the mob reached the street 
women commenced throwing stones at the 
police. The latter made a charge and ar. 
rested two of their assailaats,

WILL OONTROL OHIO OOAL TRADE 


Combination Between the Operators and 
Riltrord« In Perfected. 
Conumanus, O,, March 14.—As a result of 
the conference between the Ohio coal oper- 
ators and representatives of the Ohio coal- 
carrying roads, an organization to control 
the output of bituminous coal of the 
State has been formed. The organization 
probably will be known as the Ohio coai com- 
pany, and its principal office will be in Colum- 
bus. The State is divided into seven districts. 
The output will be marketed and distributed 
to the various districts by a Board of 
Control composed of a representative from 
each district. This board -will not 
have arbitrary governing power as 
the genere| Hocximg Coal company and the 
Ohio Central company will continue as sell- 
ing bodies for the mines along the Columbus, 
Hocking Valley and Toledo and. the Toledo 
and Ohio Central roads. ‘The Board of Con- 
trol elected today is as follows:

Valley; A. G, Blair, Wheeling and Lake

Preliminary steps were taken yesterday to 
have such modifications made in the injunc- 
tion which restrains this city from using the 
Lake-Front for other than park purposes as 
will permit of the temiporary Postoffice being 
erected on the space north of Madison street. 
The matter was determined at a conference 
held yesterday morning between Postmaster 
Hesing, City Controller Jones, J, J. Me- 
Carthy, Commissioner of Public Works; 
A. Montgomery Ward, Ald. M. B. Madden, 
and Corporation Counsel Palmer. Mr. Ward 
agreed to go before the court just as soon as 
possible and secure such changes in the terms 
of the injunction as are necessary. Mr. 
Hesing said this action removed all obstacles 
against occupying the Lake-Front with a 
temporary building for the Postoffiee, and 
that the work of construction will now be 
pushed forward as rapidly as possible, 

In fact, there is a pile-driver on the ground 
already making .soundings for foundations. 
After the conference all the gentlemen 
walked over to the Lake-Front from the City 
Hall and made an inspection of the site. They 
expressed themselves as well pleased with it. 
Mr. Ward said he had not yet decided when 
he would go before the court, but will not de- 
lay the matter longer than a day ortwo. Mr. 
Hesing thinks ground wiil be broken for the 
new structure within a month or six weeks. 
Bids have to be received and contracts award- 
ed, 

Wasuinaton, D, C., March 14.—[Special.]

MISS BULLARD INSTRUOTS IN THE 
_ MYSTERIES OF OOOKERY.

How Young Women Pupils Were Inter- 
ested Yesterday in the Concoction of 
Codfish de la Creme, Plain Omelette, 
Eqes a la Newberg, and Pineapple 
Toast — Mrs, Abby Sage Richardson’s 
Lecture a Delight to Her Women Mear- 
erseJeowish Women Give a Reception. 

Chafing-dish cookery is nothing if not ar- 
tistic. Indeed, a woman may preside as 
gracefully over this miniature stove as over 
the si.ver service at-her elegantly appointed 
festal board, if she understands the art as 
perfectly as Miss Isabel Bullard, who in- 
structs a class of young housexeepers in the 
mysteries of this modern utensil. To watch 

Miss Bullard evolve a tempting viand by a 

few simple twists of the wrist, as it were, 

makes cooking seem the veriest chiid’s play. 


| But the experience of one of the pupils who 


attempted orange soufflé that didn’t souffle 
worth a ceut is testimony that cooking is an 
art only to be acquired by patient practice. 

The menu which Miss Bullard prepared at 
Armour lustitute yesterday afternoon before 
a class of young women, who sat around the 
tabie and took notes industriously, was cod- 
fish de lacréme, plain omelette, eggs A la 
Newberg,-and pineapple toast. The only spec- 
tator who did not ask questions was a solitary 
man, who sampled the delicacies and smiled 
complacently at intervals as if the culinary 
modus operandi was precisely the kind his 
mother employed in days of yore. 

Concoctions of codfish may be called the 
** poor man’s dish ’’—but not as Miss Bullard 

nows the art. In fact codfish dé la créme is 
a delicate dish if properly prepared. After 
telling the class that codfish goes by the more 
aristocratic name of Cape Cod turkey down 
East, Miss Bullard proceeded to tell how the 
dish of the afternoon should be prepared. 
“ White sauce should first be made,”’ she be- 
gan, “by mixing a tablespoonful of butter, 
an equal quantity of flour, and a cup of milk. 
To this compound is added a well beaten egg 
anda bit of cayenne pepper. wo cups of 
codfish are added and aliowed to: cook a few 
minutes,”’ 

The viand was served to the class, the in- 
structor suggesting that salmon could be pre- 
pared in the same style. 

How to Cook Fish, 

One little woman asked for a good rule for 
cooking fish, to which Miss Buliard replied: 
“One should remember not to cook fish too 
long. Like the albumen of egg, it becomes 
toughened if cooked to excess.’’ And in fact 
the meatof the codfish dela oréme was so 
tender as to call forth comment. 

A popular dish is plain omelette made to 
perfection by slightly beating four eggs, to 
which were added four tablespoonfuls of milk, 
asoupgon of salt, and some pépper. After 
one-half tablespoonful of butter had meited 
in the pan the mixture was poured in and 
stirred slowly with a knife from the edge to 
the center. When it had sufficiently thickened 
and browned it was rolled from the pan to a 
platter.

Newberg is a  toothsome 
White sauce with the addi- 
tion of two  teaspoonfuls of sherry 
and one egg is made first. After the 
sauce has thickened it is poured over six hard 
boiled eggs that have been cut in halves and 
placed on a platter with the ends up. “ By 
way of variety,’ interposed Miss Bullard 
** one may remove the yoke, add bits ot meat, 
and refill the whites. Then cut off the end 
and place with the yoke up.”’

ISSUE MORE BONDS. 
PEOPLE'S GASLIGHT AND OOKE COM- 
PANY MAKES AN INORSASE, 


All but $2,000,000 of the Authorized $10,- 
000.000 Conselidated Bonds Are Now 
Issued=No More Can Be Put Out Ex- 
Cept for Specifie Extensions — Match 
Comp intes Reported to Have Reached 
an Understanding=Dall Stock Market= 
Development of Elevated KR: ilroad«, 


The People’s Gaslight and Coke company 
has now issued bonds up to the full amount au- 
thorized by the consolidated mortgage except 
$2,000,000 held in the treasury specifically 
for extensions and betterments. An issue of 
$1,950,000. of the consolidated bonds has 
just been made and listed on the New York 
Stock Exchange. These bonds are secured 
by a mortgage dated April 1, 1893. They 
mature April 1, 1943. The company issued 
$2,100,000 first mortgage bonds which were 
listed in December, 1888, and $2,500,000 
second mortgage bonds. When the consoli- 
dated mortgage was made it authorized a 
total issue of $10,000,000. The mortgage 
provided that $4,600,000 of the bonds should 
be retained by the trustees to retire the out- 
standing $2,100,000 first mortgage bonds 
and $2,500,000 second mortgage bonds, 
It was also provided that $3,400,000 might be 
issued for the purpose of redeeming strip which 
had been declared as a dividend, and also for the 
purpose of increasing the plant and facilities of 
the company and for discharging its floating in- 
debtedness. The remaining $2.000,000, thé 
mortgage provides, can only. be issued against 
future expenditures made for improvements and 
betterments (to the amount of 90 per cent there- 
of) in accordance with the terms of the trust 
deed. There was issued and listed Nov. 22, 1893, 
$1,000,000 of the bonds. An additional $450,000 
was issued in February, 1894, and listed on the 
stock exchange, and the issue of $1,950,000 
which has now been made completes the total of 
$3,400,000 which could be issued for 
extensions, floating debt, etc. There are 
$4,600,000 in the treasury held to retire the first 
and second mortgage bonds and the $2,000,000 
for future extensions completes the total author- 
ized amount of $10,000,000. It will be seen 
therefore that no more boids can be issued under 
the mortgage except against expenditures for 
extensions and then at ths rate of 90 per cent of 
the expenditures. The People’s Gaslight and 
Coke company earned net in 1892 $953,803 It 
has increased its funded debt since that time 
$8,400,000, but the earnings in 1894 were con- 
siderably less than in 18092, the total being 
$923,075. The earnings are stili far in excess of 
the interest requirement, however, the demands 
for interest being $480,000, 

It is reported in trade circles that there is 
every indication that the Diamond Match com- 
pany and the Continental Match company have 
come to an understanding and that there is to be 
no competition of a serious character between 
the two companies if, indeed, thera is not an 
absolute absorption of the Continental by the 
Diamond Match company. No official confirma- 
tion of such an arrangement could be obtained 
yesterday, but some of the large dealers in 
matches are confident that they see indications 
of such an arrangement having been made. So 
far as the stock market is concerned quotations 
for the security are weak. The stock sold yes- 
terday at 120X. 

The stock market was generally dull and firm. 
The street railways were exceedingly dull, but 
prices showed considerable strength. There was 
almost nothing doing in the elevated stocks. 
Metropolitan Elevated advanced to 18%; Lake 
Street opened and closea at 14%. and Rapid 
Transit sold at 10%. The pub.icis showing no 
interest whatever in the market, but in spite of 
#hat there does not seem to be much stock for 
sale and the bears are not at all aggressive. 

‘The future development of the Chicago ele- 
vated properties,” said a prominent bank Presi- 
dent whois largsiy interested in some of the 
elevated railroad securities, “ has got to be el- 
most entirely in the long haul business. I have 
been mak a carefal statly of the transporta- 
tion system here. | have ridden over practically 
all the street rellway ilices and am 
convinced that the territory within, 
say, two or three miles of the business 
center in every direction is so thoroughly well 
covered by electric and cable roads that the ele- 
vated lines will never get mach traffic out of it. 
I believe that the elevated companies have got to 
make up their minds to abandon the stations 
within this district, which is so well served by 
the surface roads, and depend on quick service 
to the outiying districts for business. This means 
that they have got to deveiop the territory. and 
the process will be slow. In time this outlying 
territory wii! build up along the lines and fur- 
nish a profitable business, but it looks as if they 
would bave a pretty lean period before that de- 
vélopment has gone on far enough to furnish 
earnings which will pay a return on the money 


invested.’

pects to haveiits electric road on Van Buren street 
in operation by May 1. 

“ Phe North Shore company will opena num- 
ber of new electric lines next Sunday,” said 
Vice-President Furbeck yesterday.

Decrease in Coin and Bullion=Bank of 
England Declares Dividend, 

Lonpon, March 14.—The decreasein coin and 
bullion is due to net imports of £361,000 of gold 
during the week, the details being £500,000 to 
Chile, £270,000 to the River Plates, £216,000 to 
India, £210,000 to the Capes, £100,000 from 
Egypt, £182.000 from Australia, £17,000 from 
Roumapia, £6,000 from Paris. Two hundred 
and forty-two bars were bought. The decline of 
other deposits represent repayments by the mar- 
ket. The Bank of England declared a dividend 
of 4% per cent. The Bank of France’s rate is 
down 2 per cent as intimated in Monday's cable. 
The previous change was in May, 1892. It is be- 
lieved that the present change indicates possible 
large loan operations in Paris. The settlement 
was satisfactorily concluded and the tone is gen- 
erally zo Consols and other gilt-edged stocks 
were higher on the prospect of the issue of £9,- 
000.000 sterling by the government in deferred 
annuities for naval expenditures. Americans 
were irregular to firm. There was a sharp rise 
in Atchison bonds and Cettral Pacific shares, 
The feature was the uying of both.

MICHIGAN AGENT FAILS TO REPORT 
POLIOIES WRITTEN. 


North British Representative in Chesaning 
Dees Not. Notify His Compsny of Pre- 
mium Receipts=<A Loss of $800 Occurs 
and He Attemp's to Settle Ir Person- 
allyeCases of This Kiod Not Infrequent 
=-President A. J. Wright of the Spring- 
field Fire and Marine Is Dead. 

The agent for the North British and Mer- 
cantile Insurance company in Chesaning, 
Mich., has written ten policies for the com- 
pany which he has not reported. The dis- 
covery was made in a peculiar way. One of 
the policies which the agent had written cov- 
ered a building which was damaged" by fire to 
‘the extent of $800. A claim was made upon 
the agent by the policy-holder for the amount 
of the loss, but as the agent had never re- 
ported the transaction to the office he could 
not send a proof of loss to the company with- 
out having it discover he had failed to fulfill his 
duties as agent. Heconcluded the only way 
in which he could ‘settle the matter without 
having the company learn would be to pay 


‘the loss himself. He paid to the policy-hold- 


er a portion-of the loss soon after the fire oc- 
curred and from time to time paid additional 
sutus of $50 and. $100 and other amounts 
until all but $120 had been paid. 

The policy-holder, however, grew impatient 
and finally wrote the Western depattment 
saying he was not being treated fairly by the 
company, that uther. policy-holders who had 
suffered loss had been paid promptly the 
amount of the appraisal, while he was com- 
pelied to wait and take his pay in small sums. 
Manager W. J. Littlejohn had the case inves- 
tigated and found that not ‘only had there 
been no loss report on the fire, but the writ- 
ing of the policy and the collection of the 
premium had never Seen reported to the 
company. He sent a special agent to Ches- 
aning to investigate the matter. He found, 
as Mr. Littlejohw# suspected, that the agent 
had bean writing policies without reporting. 
The man has since paid the total amount of 
the loss on the building damaged by fire and 
has settled for the premiums collected on the 
other policies. It was his first offense, and 
Mr. Littlejohn decided not to prosecute, but 
he now has another agent in Chesaning, 
Mich. 

Cases of this kind are not rare in the insur- 
ance business, The only manner in which an 
agent can be detected fi wrong doing of this 
character is by cheeking up on ee’ num- 
bers. This from the very nature of things is 
done at rare intervals and an agent who feels 
disposed is enabled to write policies and 
pocket the premiums until some accident of 
this character or the checking up of the 
special agent discovers him. There was a 
case of this character recently in Nebraska. 
An agent representing several companies col- 
lected several hundred dollars in premiums 
and skippe? to Canada. He has since settled 
with only one company, the Royal, and his 
reason for settling with this company was a 
singular one, Another agent for the Royut 
had defaulted a short time before this agent 
ran away and the Royal’s special agent in 
Nabraska learned of his being in Texas and 
sent an officer down and had him arrested. . 
He was prey this case with the other 
agent and said to him in a half boasting ty 
‘*The Royal never lets a defaulter escape. It 
will spend $10,000 to bring back a man who 
has stolen $100.” The nt who at that 
time had done the most of his stealing evi- 
detly remembered this statement after he had 
run away, and he wrote to the Northwestern 
Department of the Royal at Chicago, secured 
a statement of the amount owing that com- 
pany, and sent a check in settlement.. No 
other company received the amount due it 
from him. 


SPRINGFIELD’S PRESIDENT IS DEAD, 


Andrew J, Wright Succumbed to an Attack 
of Pneumonia Yesterday Morning. 

Andrew J. Wright, President of the Spring- 
field Fire and Marine Insurance company of 
Springfield, Mass., died at 10 o’dlock yester- 
morning of pneumonia after a week's iliness, 
Mr. Wright was well known in ’ Chicago 
among insurance men, He visited the vari- 
ous departments of the company at least once 
a year and sometimes oftener. He was born 
in Emfield, Conn., June 8, 1842, and was de- 
scended from the Puritans, whe came over on 
the Mayflower, on both sides of his family, 
counting among his ancestors Miles Standish 
and John Alden, He served fora year in 
Company A, Forty-sixth Massachusetts In- 
fantry, and afteran honorable discharge he 
went to Springfield, where he became con- 
nected with the Springfield Insurance com- 
pany. In 1872 he waselected Tressurer of 
the company and in 1890 he was made Vice. 
President and a member of the Board of Di- 
rectors. In December, 1891, he was elected 
President to succeed Jarvis N. Dunham. He 
was a director in two banks and was a man of 
considerable wealth,

NO FLAWS IN SWIFT’S. COUNCIL RECORD 


Democrats Are Getting Up a Distorted 
Report from the Files. 

Some trouble has been taken by the man- 
ager: of ex-Bolter Wenter’s campaign tolook 
up George B. Swift’s Council record, and a lot 
of matter has been collected for print which 
is to be distorted to make the public believe 
that he has not voted in the interest of the 
people. . 

Mr. Swift's Coune!l record is clear. The 
records of the Council have been scoured as 
far back as June, 1879, and examined

MAYOR FILZPATRIOK EXONERATED. 


Articles of Impeachmedt Filed by Citizens’ 
Protective Association Fail, 

New Orteans, La., Mareh 14.—[Special.]— 
Judge King of the Civil District Court today 
decided the impeachment proceedings against 
Mayor Fitzpatrick ia favor of the defendant. 
The decision exonerates Fitzpatrick of all the 
forty-odd counts of non-feasance and mal- 
feasance made against him. The Judge de- 
clared that the fact that Mrs. Fitzpatrick was 
the principal member of the firm of Manion & 
Co., plumbers, who get the bulk of fat city con- 
tracts, was not a vio.ation of the constitutional 
prohibition that city officers must not be di- 
rectiy or indirectly interested in city con- 
tracts. Italso asserts the Mayor was not 
guilty of laches when he signed financial 
ordinances amounting to over $50 which had 
not been advertised, although tne city charter 
called for such an advertisement. The Citi- 
zens’ Protective As-ociation will appeal the 
case to the higher court.

JUDGE JOHN R M’BRIDE IS WEDDED. 


Mrs. Elien Curtis Gage, M. D., 
Lake City Ie the Bride. 

In Waukegan yesterday afternoon John R. 
McBride of Spokane, Wash., and Mrs. Elien 
Curtis Gage, M. D., of Salt Lake City, Utah, 
were married at the home of the latter’s 
brother, L. C. Matthews, The ceremony was 
performed by the Rev. Mr. Wilcox 
and only the immediate relatives 
of the bride were present.

QLEARING-HOUSE FOR OBEERFUL 
GIVERS TO BE ESTABLISHED, —_ 


Prominent Workers in the Field of Pablie ‘Y 


Her Charitable Work=—Pledges from 
1,000 Members Are Called For—$10,000 
Needed. for Next Year’s Work. 


last night at the rooms of the Woman’s club, 
No. 15 Washington street, for the purpose of 
taking the preliminary steps towards uniting 
all the charities of the city under a common 
head or *‘ Clearing-House”’ of charities. It is 
the intention to carry on a work similar to 
that done by the Chicago Bureau of Charities 
during the last year, but on a much larger 
and more comprehensive scale. 

The meeting was called by the Executive 
committee of the Central Relief Ascociation. 
Dr. Sarah Hackett Stevenson presided. She 
called on several in the audience for short 
speeches. There was a wide difference in the 
plans suggested for the proposed association 
and in the matter of the most conven- 
ient manner of districting the city. 
What the meeting lacked in harmony 
as to minor details was more than made up 
in the evident determination to bring the sys- 
tem of dispensing charity to a greater degree 
of perfection. It was said from the Bh seagreye 
that Chicago is the only large city in the 
country which is now without some sort of 
central bureau, through which all the chari- 
table institutions are in direct communica- 
tion. Under the present lack of system man 
deserving objects of charity are not reac 
while others receive aid from several organ- 
zations. 

The only definite action taken by the meet- 
ing was to indorse the work of the Bureau of 
Charities and to pass the following r ution: 

Resolved, That itis the sensé of this meefing 
that the plan of the Executive committee to se- 4 
cure 1,000 members be approved and to this . 
we will each week take one $500 Bebe. me 
and endeavor to secure additional members. _ 

The plan of the committee, as explained by 
Miss Jane Addams, is to raise $5,000 by se. 
curing a membership of 1,000 with a fee of

secured, pledging nearly 500 membership be. 
fore the meeting adjourned.

The color 
line was clearly drawn. Had the case been 
reversed and negroes had been the aggressors 
no time would have been lost by the Mayor 
in setting his police at work or by the Gov- 
ernor in ordering out the militia. In Colo- 
rado the ostensible motive was resentment 
for the murder of a contractor, but under- 
neath it was the same race hatred visited 
upon these Italians because they work for 
lesser wages. These are the fruits of the 
dangerous counsels of such men as Debs and 
his associates. Had not the Governor of New 
York promptly ordered out troops there 
would have been similar murderous out- 
rages committed during the trolley road 
strikes in Brooklyn. Is it not about time for 
labor unions to take a firm stand against 
violence and to denounce these crimes com- 
mitted in the name of unionism? Is is not 
time also for public sentiment, both North 
and South, to demand that this lawlessness 
should cease and that justice shall be admin- 
istered through the medium of the courts? 
What is needed is a little of the spirit which 
the Guvernor of Ohio manifested when the 
lawless peopie of Washington Court House 
undertook to take a prisoner away from the 
authorities. When these mobs learn that 
they will not do ali the killing they will begin 
to have respect for the law.

SPAIN SEEMS TO 


First Charter Balloting in 1837, When 
William B, Ogden Became the Mayor 
of Chicage — Convention Rows Have 
Their Inception in the Planters’ Hotel 
in 1842 —Anti-Gimbling Crusades Be- 
gin Spiritedly in 2848 —<That Lively 
Saloon Insurrection, 


Chicago faces another municipal election. 
The history of the town is crowded with elec- 
tions. Some one of the numerous historians 
of Chicago began his book with this sentence: 

“The first settler of Chicago was a politi- 
cian,” 

The first election held here was Sept. 2, 
1823. It was a military affair, and the poll- 
ing place was John Kinzie’s house. The elec- 
tion was for one Major and company officers 
for the Seventeenth Illinois militia. 

In 1825 there was one place to vote and 
fourteen taxpayers in the town. The first 
charter election in the city was held May 2, 
1837. The city wus composed of six wards— 
to-wit: 

wine Ward—All of the South Side east of Clark 
gstree 

Second Ward—All ofthe South Side west of 
Clark street to the river. 

Third Ward—South of West Randolph street, 
west of the river. 

Fourth Ward—West of the river, northof West 
Randolph street. 

Fifth Ward—North of the river, west of North 
Clark street. 

Sixth Ward—North of the river, east of North 
Clark street. 

There was one voting précinct in each ward. 
The first municipal ticket chosen by caucus 
and called the Democratic ticket was headed 
by William B. Ogden, with Johr Shrigley for 
high constable,a candidate for Aiderman 
from each ward, and four candidates, one 
each from the First. Second, Fourth, and 
Sixth Wardg, 

As soon ad“the caucus ticket was published 
there followed an anti-caucus ticket, or the 
Whig ticket, headed by John H. Kinzie, with 
Alvin Caiboun for high constable, Ogden re- 
ceived 492 and Kinzie 217 votes, The 
North Side polled 204 votes, the South Side 
408, the West Side 97. The first successful 
party in the city was the Democratic. 


Tarned Out After One Term, 


The next elgction was in 1838, and, as has 
been the history of the party of late years, it 
was turned out after one term., The Whigs 
elected Buckner S. Morris, He lived until 
1879, and is chiefly remembered in coanec- 
tion with his arrest in 1864 on a charge of 
conspiracy in the Camp Dougias affair.

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THE STATEHOOD OF UTAH, 

After six trials of a constitutional conven- 
tion without any practical result the people of 
Utah are now holding their seventh and prob- 
ably their last one. For forty years Utah has 
been trying to get into che Union, but the 
Mormon Church and polygamy have stood in 
the way onevery occasion. Now those ob- 
stacles seem to have been removed. The old 
hierarchy has been shorn of its power and in- 
fluence and the people have been voting and 
acting, freed from priestly dictation, The 
Republican party in this Territory has grown 
steadily and pretty rapidly from gentile immi- 
gration, That the hard times precipitated by 
the Democrats have also helped them there 
as elsewhere is unquestionably true. There 
is no doubt that many young Mormons and 
other Mormons who have not practiced polyg- 
amy have reinforced the ranks of the party. 
Except fur the free silver folly there is every 
reason for congratulation that Uiah gill 
come into the Union as a Republican State. 

In this connection that stiff Democratic 
paper, the New York Times, which is cha- 
grined at the loss of what it considered was a 
sure Democratic State, recently printed two 
significant letters, one from George Q. Can- 
non and the other from Frank J. Cannon, 
both of whom have played an important part 
in Utah politics. The latter answers the 
charge that Utah was sold to the Republicans. 
He shows by figures that at no time since the 
division upon national lines began, in 1891, 
has the Democratic party had a majority in 
Utah. The balance of pover has been held 
by the Liberals, an organization composed 
exclusively of gentiles, but it went out of ex- 
istence in 1894, These gentiles were Ke- 
publicans, and they now have gone back to 
the old party. Mr. Cannon says: 

In 1892 at the Congressional election, in round 
numbers, the Democratic candidate, Joseph L. 
Rawlins, teceived 15.000 votes; the Republican 
candidate, Frank J. Cannon, received 12,000 
votes, and the Liberal candidate, Clarence E. 
Allen (a Republican). received 7,000 votes. At 
the general legislative election in November, 
1893, and the special legislative election in Jaa- 
“nary, 1294, the Republicans were shown to have 

a plurality of nearly 500 in Utah. In the Con- 
gressiona) election of 1894 there was no Liberal 
ticket in the field; the Republican candidate, 
Frank J. Cannon, received, in round numbers, 
21,600; the Democratic candidate, Joseph L. 
Rawlins, received, in round numbers, 19,000 
votes, and a Populist candidate received a scat- 
tering vote, which did not affect either of the 
great parties in any particular senso. 

These figures tell the story. The Democrat- 
ic candidate in 1894 found his principal 
strength in Mormon counties, the Republican 
in gentile counties, showing that the gentile 
Republicans have steadily gained “upon the 
Mormon Democrats, Months vefore this the 
Democratic Congre3s passed the Statehood 
bill upon the supposition that Utah would be 
a Democratic State, while all the time Utah 
was serving notice that she wasa Republican 
State.

the levee. Eight or ten of the negro laborers 
were killed and many were wounded. As on 
the previous day the police did not interfere, 
and the cowardly, brutal mob, which had been 
engaged in its murderous work under the name 
of union labor, marched through the streets of 
New Orleans in triumph, boasting of its deeds 
and threatening to kill still more negroes if 
they dared to exercise their right to work. 
Since then quiet has reigned, as the negroes 
have been intimidated. Riots of a similar 
nature have occugred during the last few 
months on this same levee, the sympathies of 
the police and apparentiy of the municipal

THE CHINESE INDEMNITY. 
The expectation that as one condition of 


peace China will agree.to pay to. Japan an in- 
demnity of 240 to 300 million: dollars is re- 
ported to have caused a considerable amount 
of excite:znentin financial circles at the East 
and in Europe. Silver has taken a sharp 
jump upward to about 28 pence per ounce of 
the. British standard of fineness in London 
and 613¢ ceuts per fine ounce in the New York 
market, This is one-half cent advance in the 
bullion value of the United States dollar from 
the 46 cents which was the quétation of afew 
days ago. Of course the advance is based 
upon the idea that the payment by China may 
be made in silver,as both that country and 
Japan are ona silver basis. Undoubtedly a 
demand for eo much silver would cause an 
important rise in the price of the white metal, 
and it is thought probable the payment could 
not be made without obtaining the silver by 
borrowing against an issue of bonds which 
practically would be taken by perscnus pur- 
chasing the silver to be paid to Japan. 

But also there are some who think it just 
possible the indemnity will have to be paid 
in gold, in part if not wholly. They have an 
idea that Japan may decide to remodel its 
finances on the gold basis, as Germany did

VILLAGE FULL OF NATIVES MURDERED. 


Australian Miners Make a Rich Ficd and 
Then Become Assassins. 

Vancouver, B. C., March 14.—By mail via 
steamer Mirowera comes an astonishing story 
from* the distant gold fields of Western 
Australia, hardly creditable if it had not been 
borne out by the arrest of several of the ring- 
leaders in the most terrfble tragedy that has 
yet been enacted in the lawless Coolgardie. 
Fabulous finds have lately been reported from 
Ninety-Miie Point, nuggets in which are be- 
tween 50 and 150 ounces of pure gold being 
picked up on the surface of the ground. These 
stories made men mad with lust for gain, and 
prospeetors. pushed on for hundreds of miles 
into the wilderness, far beyond where white 
men had ever before been. They ‘had scarce- 
ly enough food and water to keep them alive. 
They were brought back raging with fever 
and placed in the Coolgardie Hespital, a!- 
ready overcrowded “with dying miners. 
The fate of these desperate men did not 
deter eight new arrivals from forming a syn- 
dicate, and with heavy packs of provisions, 
water, and rifles they started from Ninety- 
Mile Point, the extreme limit of Coolgardie, 
to prospect in the interior, They started 
Dec. -1 of last year and nothing had been 
heard of them since. It was supposed that 
they had met death. Dan Robertson, one of 
the syndicate, returned from his camp, 120 
miles from Coolgardie, Jan. 20 and confessed 
to the police that after discovering a mountain 
of gold the party, returning to camp, found 
that a band of blacks had stolen ali their pro- 
visions. The syndicate pursued the blacks to 
their village and butchered the entire com- 
munity, shooting the men and braining the 
women and chidren. The other murderers 
have been arrested. The solid hill of quartz 
which the syndicate found is 70 feet high, 
250 feet wide at the base, and 15 feet at the 
summit, full of gold. 


KING HUMBERT’S BIRTH CELEBRATED. 


His Majesty Grants Amnesty to a Number 
of Offenders. 

Romer, March 14.—The birthday of King 
Humbert was celebrated today. His Majesty 
granted amnesty toa number of offenders, 
among them bemg Capt. Romani, the French 
officer who was convicfed of espionage and 
sentenced in November to fourteen months’ 
imprisonment. 

Wasuineton, D. C., March 14:—A large 
Italian flag was hung in front of the resi- 
dence of Baron Fava, the Italian Ambas- 
sador, for the first time today. This and the 
unusual stir about the Embassy led many to 
believe the killing of Italians in Colcrado 
within the last two days was to be followed 
by a show of Italy’s national spirit similar to 
that following the New Orleans lynchings, 
when Baron Fava asked for his passports. 
But the activity of -the Embassy officials 
proved to be of a peaceable character, This 
was the birthday of the King of Italy and it 
was fittingly celetrated by the Embassy offi- 
cials and the representative Italians of Wash- 
ington.

MUST HAVE INCREASED SUGAR BOUNTY, 


German State Council Report Approves a 
Raise in the Price. 

Beruin, March 14.—The Reichsanzeiyer,offi- 
cial, says the State Council has approved pro- 
poeais to raise the price of sugar which were 
submitted by the reporter of the committee, 
who said the depressed condition of the sugar 
industry was due to overproduction and that 
it could not be dealt with by international ar- 
rangements. The sole remedy lay in an in- 
crease of the bounty paid for sugar exports, 
and in order to provide the means for this 
they must raise the excise duties on consump- 
tion and take measures to restrict the output, 
with the view of preventing excessive demands 
upon the treasury. 


HURRICANE’S WORK IN FIJI ISLANDS... 


Vessels Come to Grief and the Inhabitants 
Are Feeitng Famine. 

Vicrornta, B. C., March 14.—Particulars 
come by the Australian mail of a terrible hur- 
ricane which swept over the Fiji Islandsa few 
weeks ago, the effects of which were still a 
topic of interesting discussion when the Mir- 
rowa touched at Suva. It was in this storm 
that several large vessels came to grief with 
lamentable loss of life, and buildings in Suva, 
the capital of Fiji, suffered very severely. 
Most of the damage appears to have been 
done at 2 o’clock in the morning, Feb. 7, 
when the force of the wind was terrific. The 
hurricane was accompanied by a fearful, 
driving rain, penetrating everything. ‘ The 
storm continuedgntil 5 o’clock Monday aft- 
érnoon and then gradually calmed down: 

During the night some ventured out to see 
the extent of the damage done. The town was 
atripped of foliage and on every hand were 
houses with verandas b!own down, roofs half 
off, and bare walls standing. The most serious 
reports of damage come from plantations in 
the group. ‘The cocoanut plantations will 
take fully five years to recover, and the ba- 
nana plantations have been totally ruined. 

The Island of Taveuni, on which most of 
ths European planters are settled, has been 
swept from top to bottom. The Union Steam- 
ship company’s Osau had a miraculous es- 
cape, It was shipping sugar at Vuina Point, 
where there is absolutely no shelter, When 
the hurricane had blown over it had drifted 
miles and got among the most dangerous 
patch of reefs in the kroup known as the Rin- 
gold reefs, where the smallest interinsular 
steamer would not go in the broadest daylight. 

The food supply of the people is now almost 
entirely destroyed, and the effects which must 
surely tollow such a storm are famine, dis- 
ease, and death. The government of the Fiji 
Islands is fully aware of this danger, and has 
voted money to méet the more immediate 
necessities of the case,

It is not doubted 
that the mission is of such a humiliating char- 
acter that telegraphic communication from 
Tien Tsin, which is under the-control of Li 
as Viceroy of the province, is checked ag to 
the circumstances of the mission. Owing’to 
the absence of all information of his where- 
abouts it is even possible that Li has already 
eailed for Japan with the purpose of allowing 
silence to preserve as far as possibie the 
fallen dignity of himself and China. Word is 
expected, however, clearing up the mystery 

of his whereabouts. Meanwhile there is a 

disposition in official circles to wonder 

whether this is another stroke of Chinese 
diplomacy.

MILITIA FROTECTS NEGRO LABOR- 
ERS AT NEW ORLEANS. 


Levees Covered with Soldiers ana Ord- 
mance While the Work Goes OneNo 
Attempt at an OutbreakelIt lian Con- 
sul at Denver Ordered to Go toe Wal- 
senburg to Investigate the Lynching» 
of Citizens of Italy=Italy Is Waiting 
for Further Information, 


New Ornczans, La., March 14.—[Special. |] 
—Thirteen companies of the city militia 
marched from their armories to the levee to- 
day. The Washington Artillery proceeded to 
the Harrison wharf, a Hotchkiss gun and two 
gatlings were trained into position so as to 
comand ull approaches to the wharves and 
sweep the opening beyond, A squad of sharp- 
shooters was posted near the ordnance and 
pickets put out. Shortly after 12 o’clock a 
considerable number of negro screwmen ap- 
peared and began work on the steamship En- 
gineer, the center of the riot Tuesday, A 
large crowd gathered about the wharf, and 
several times chey had to be driven back, but 
no outbreak occurred and the day passed 
peaceably, At5:30 the negroes quit work 
and went quietly to their homes. Then the 
military was withdrawn and retired to the 
armory until tomorrow morning, when it will 
resume the protection of the negro screwmen. 

A similar state of affairs transpired in the 
upper portion of the city. The Fourth and 
Fifth Battalions of Infantry with 800 men 
guarded the West India and Fornaris wharves 
at St. Mary and St. Andrew streets, The 
Third Battalion of Infantry and the Louisiana 
Field Artillery protected the men at the 
Elder, Dempster & Co.’s wharves at Philip 
street. There was no trouble at either point, 
The rioters did not appear on the levee today, 
but lay hidden in the numerous barrooms 
which front the wharves, thoroughly cowed 
by the militia. The police showed tom- 
mendabte activity today and arrested about 
twenty men who they declare were in the riots 
Tuesday, 

it was four years ago today that several 
thousand men under the leadership of a num- 
ber of prominent citizens marched to the old 
parish prison and shot to death eleven 
Italians who were’implicated in the assassina- 
tion of Chief of Police Hennessy. 

Gov. Foster this evening reiterated his state- 
ment of yesterday that, no matter what hap- 
hens, he will protect the lives of citizens and 
commerce and business of the port at any 
cost. *This step was decided upon last 
night late,” said the Governor, “ after every 
phase of the situation had been thoroughly 
considered by the Police Board and other 
bodies, It was almost the unanimous opinion 
of the board that it was the only thing to 
do, and it was generally the opinion of all 
other bodies affected by the disturbing and 
rioting elemert. Although everything is now 
quiet on the levee there is stiil no assurance 
of safety felt by the laborer ag he goes 
about his work under existing circumstances, 
in the absence of com petent protective forces ; 
tnerefore, for the present, it is quite neces- 
sary to keep the soldiers on duty.’ 

‘*Huw long do you expect to maintain mil- 
itary vigilance?’’ 

“IT cannot say; but as long as may at 
allseem necessary.”’ Gov. Foster will re. 
main in the city if his health is no worse until 
all trouble has subsided and confidence 
been restored, 

Wasuinaton, D. C., March 14,—Senator 
Bianchard of Louisiana, whois in Washing- 
ton, said today: “The action of the United 
States District-Atirorney at New Orleans in 
calling for United States troops to suppress 
the disorders there is wholly unwarranted and 
uncalled for. The State of Louisiana is amply 
able to maintain the peace within its own 
borders. The trouble in no way ap- 
proaches the disordersat Chicago. The shoot- 
ing of the Englishman, Bain, is not 
likely to create any international complica. 
tions, as it is c!early established his national- 
ity had nothing to do with the assault upon 
him, but that he was mingling with a crowd 
which was the center of the conflict.

ITALY WAITING FOR INFORMATION, 


United States Shows a Most Conciliatory 
Dieposition in the Matter. 

Rome, March 14.—It is semi-officially an- 
nounced that a dispatch from Washington 
has been received by the government saying 
that on the receipt yesterday of the firét re- 
ports of the killing of several Italians in Col- 
orado the Italian Ambassudor addressed a 
note to the Federal Government on tne mat- 
ter and also telegraphed the Italian Consul at 
Denver for information. The Federai Govern- 
ment said it was not yet in possession of 
the facts in regard to the murders, but the 
Consul confirmed the report that six Italians 
had been killed in consequence of the mur- 
der of a saloonkeeper. As it was unknown 
whether the murdered Italians were natural- 
ized Americans the Ambassador charged the 
Consul to inquire into the matter of their 
citizenship. Meanwhile the Governor of Col- 
orario telegraphed to the Ambassador that he 
had sent troops to protect the Italians near 
the scene of the trouble, 

The dixpatch received here added that the 
United States authorities displayed a most 
conciliatory disposition. 

The Tribuna, the most widely circulated of 
the newspapers of Rome, says that to Italy’s 
remonstrance againstthe killing of Italian 
subjects in Colorado the United States Gov- 
ernment opposes the plea of gy ge 
of the States comprising the Union, and aa- 
vises Italy to await the action of the Colorado 
judiciary. The paper adds that it is the duty 
of the Federal Government to prevent the 
separate States from becoming asylums for 
assassins. 

Wasuineton. D, C., March 14.,—In reply to 
the telegram sent yesterday to the Governor 
of Colorado by Acting Secretary Uhl at the 
instance of the Italian Ambassador a reply has 
been received from Gov. McIntyre, in which 
he says he has received the foliowing from the 
Sheriff at Walsenburg: 

Last night while conveying prisoners from 
Rouse to Walsenburg armed mob held up _ posse, 
kilied driver and one prisoner. Two prisoners 
ran and have not since Coan found. Don't know 
whether killed or not. This occurred about 7 p. 
m. At 1 a.m. mob broke into jail and shot to 
death two prisoners implicated in some murder. 


All Italians except driver. 
Gov. McIntyre says he immediately ordered 


the Sheriff to wire him at once whether he 
was maintaining order and protecting the 
prisoners and whether he had sufficient force 
to prevent a recurrence of violence to prison- 
ers. The Sheriff was also ordered to take 
every precaution to protect life and property 
and as soon as possible ascertain who com- 
posed the mob which did the lynching and 
as goon as practicabie arrest the perpetrators. 
He received a reply that everythi was 
quiet. Gov. McIntyre promises to obtuin and 
forward full information as promptly as pos- 
sible, He sees no reason for anticipating 
furtner troubles.

TWENTY-SIX INDEPENDENT LOOAL 
BREWERIES IN THE DEAL. 


At a Meeting Yesterday They Scheduled 
Their Properties at About $15,000,000, 
and Their Options Are to Be Submitted 
to a Board of Appraisers—Everything 
Favorable for an Organization That 
Will Prevent Cutting of Pricese«Two 
Brewerles May Remain Independent. 


The independent breweries are likely to be 
united into a single organization. Work has 
been going on to bring that result about for a 
long time and several times it has been belteved 
that the result was almost accomplished. In 
spite of the various failures the promoters 
are again confident that the combination 
of the independent brewery interests 
will now be brought about and that 
speedily. A new company will be 
formed to absorb the various properties and 
securities will be issued much after the plan 
of the original English syndicate operations 
with Chicago brewery properties. The com- 
bination will be welcomed by’ the Chicago 
Brewing and Malting company and the Mil- 
waukee and Chicago breweries, for it will 
greatly simplify the problem of formmmg 
some agreement as to price and protection. 
The business of course has been exceedingly 
unprofitable for some time, owing to the fact 
that prices have been cut and no agreement 
could be reached for advancing them. With 
this new combination made the outlook will 
be better than it has been in a long time be- 
fore for the holders of brewery securities. ° 

There was a meeting of the Cook County 
Brewers’ club, which is what is left of the 
combine formerly known as the Chicago and 
Milwaukee Brewers’ Association, in the 
Schiller Building yesterday afternoon. At 
this meeting the sealed options of the inde- 
pendent brewing companies were opened and 
read with a view of forming a new combina- 
tion with the English syndicate left out. 
Each brewing company scheduled its 
assets and liabilities and placed a 
price on its plant. The total value 
of the properties scheduled is understood to 
be in the neighborhood of $15,000,000, 
When the new company is formed it is prob- 
able George A, Weiss wil be its President. 
There are twenty-s.x local breweries that will 
be included in the new pool. Two concerns 
will continue to be independent—the Manhat- 
tan and the Cooke, and probably also the 
Waukesha. The options submitted by the in- 
dependent breweries at yesterday's meeting 
will be passed upon by a board of appraisers, 
which will make its report next Thursday. 


SALOON QUESTION DISOUSSED. 


Sunset Club Speakers Talk of Gothenburg 
System of Liquor Selling. - 

The Rev. J. P. Brushingham presided at 
the Sunset club bantjuet at the Grand Pacific 
last night. The after-dinner topic for discus- 
sion was: “Is the Gotnenburg System of 
Liquor Selling a Solution of the Liquor Ques- 
tion?’ In opening the discussion Mr. Brush- 
ingham said all were agreed the saloon was a 
source of political corruption, the reproof and 
the peril of American givilization, and the 
despair of philanthropy and religion, He in- 
troduced Prof, Edward W. Bemis as the lead- 
ing speaker on the affirmative side of the 
question. 

Proi. Bemis pointed out the differences be- 
tween the Gothenburg system and the 
South Carolina dispensary system. In 
Gothenburg it was not the State, but a private 
corporation that sold the liquor; the profits 
over 5 per cent in Norway and 6 percent in 
Swecen went into the public treasury; the 
company had a monopoly only of liquors 
containing over 40 per cent of alcohol and 
not of beer; and drinking is allowed on the 
premises. Thesystem contains many other 
restrictive provisions, Noliquor can be sold 
to minors, the saloons are ciosed after 7:30 
p. m., und the saloon was forbidden to sell 
one man more than one drink within three 
hours. Nocommunity that has tried it, he 
said, had ever wished to abandon it. 

J. B. Hobbs was the leading speaker on the 
negative side. He began by denouncing the 
saloon as the cause of poverty, crime, and in- 
sanity. The Gothenburg system contained 
many features which had been faithtully tried 
in this country and found wanting. In con- 
clusion he read from a report made by the 
special correspondent of the London Times 
sent to Gothenburg to investigate the opera- 
tion of the Gothenburg system. From this 
report it appeared the effect of the system has 
been to increase the sale of beer, to increase 
the amount of drunkenness, to spread drink- 
ing habits to the hume, and to increase 
drunkenness, especially among children, 

Bishop Samuel Fallows was the next 
speaker, but confined his remarks to the work- 
ing of hishome salon. He was giad to re- 
port that he had a steady run of custom and 
that it was a profitable business. He was for 
blending the best features of the saloon with 
the restaurant. The ancestors of the Ameri- 
can people could drink any other people 
blind. It was useless to try to force them to 
do without some ‘ind of drink. 

Aiter informal speeches by William J. 
Cardlish, the Rev. Dr. Simeon Gilbert, S, P. 
Bliss, Bateman Ganly, Frank Scott, and

We will not 
be dissatisfied with Mr. Burke’s bill, because 
at $3.50 a month there willbe money in the 
business.”’

Cannzs, March 14,--In a light southeast 
breeze the yachts Ailsa,’ Britannia, and Cor- 
sair started at 11 o'clock in the race for the 
Ogden Goeiet and James Gordon Bennett 
challenge cup No. 1 (now held by the Britan- 
nia), valued at 300’guineas ($1,500), for all 
yachts over twenty rating. From the moment 
of crossing the line Ailsa pulled away from 
Britannia and in five minutes had a long lead. 
The Prince of Wales was on the Britannia. 
At the start Ailsa crept under Britannia’s lee, 
then reached along prettily, and just before 
the starting gun was fired wore around smart- 
ly, dashed over the line, and was a length and 
some daylight ahead when Britannia fol- 
lowed, Ailsa’s Jead was 2 minutes 11.seconds 
on Britannia. The times of the yachts at the 
finish were: Ailsa, 2 hoyrs 47 minutes Sl 
seconds; Britannia, 3 hours 44 seconds. Ailsa 
consequently won by 13 minutes 13 seconds 
actual time, and deducting its time allowance 
of 1 minute 13 seconds due Britannia, the 
new cutter beat the Prince of Wales’ yacht 
by 12 minutes corrected time. 

After Ailsa crossed the line it waited for 
Britannia and when the latter had finished 
the Prince of Wales cutter was sailed close to 
Ailsa, and the Princes of Wales, raising his 
yachting cap in the air, led three hearty 
cheers for the boat which had given his boat 
the most severe beating it ever had. Those on 
board the Ailsa returned the cheers, and the 
victorious cutter then p.oceeded to the quay. 
It was reported after the race that Ogden 
Goeet won $25,000 from Baron Hirscn on 
Aiisa’s victory.

American Distribating Comp'ny Causing 
No End of Worriment. 

New Yorx, March 14.—[Special!. |—The Re- 
organization committee of the Distilling and 
Cattle Feeding company today made the an- 
nouncement that a majority of the outstand- 
ing stock has either been deposited with the 
Manhattan Trust company or the holders 
have signed a pledge to depagit it on or be. 
fore March 25, provided the securities are 
listed upon the New York Stock Exchange 
prior to that date. Ii issaid this will result 
in the listing of the Manhattan Trust compa- 
ny’s certificates on the Stock Exchange 
early next week. If the postive state- 
ments of the best of trade authorities 
are to be credited the situation in the spirit 
trade of the East is serious, The Distilling 
and Cattle Feedmg company, which was 
largely instrumental in bringing about the 
Chicago combination in prices, has up to this 
time failed to take the one step necessary to 
render the agreement operative.

InDIANAPoLis, Ind., March 14.—[Special, ]— 
One year ago P. H. Fitzgerald, a wealthy cit- 
izen here, started a colonization scheme 
which had in view Providing cheap homes in 
Georgia for old soldiers. The idea was to 
buy 100,000 acres of land for the site, and 
as soon as $500,000 in shares were sold to 
start the colony. The acheme had the pro- 
tection of Gov. Northen of Georgia, and at- 
trected general attention among: oid 
soldiers. It was announced here today that 
over 14.000 members ure now enrolled 
in the books of the company, which is to be a 
sort of codperative affair, The books will 
probably be slosed by April 1, after which it 
will be incorporated as the Soldiers’ Col- 
onization company. 

Che 14,000 members average about three 
shares each, so that up to date, with shares at 
$10, about $450,000 wortn of stock has been 
taken, No person is entitied to more 
than ten shares, Nebraska leads 
in mem bership, Indiana is a 
close second with 4,000 members. 
The other States which will send deiegates 
are Illinois, Michigan, Minnesota, and Iowa. 
None of the money paid in for shares is sent 
to the Indianapolis office. it is all piaced in 
the hands of the subtreasurers of the sub- 
colonies and will not be sent here until the 
ame comes forthe purchase of land. It is 
expected the land will be bought for about 
$2.50 or $3 per acre.

VERDICT IN INDIAN POLICE CASE, 


Two Leaders Convic:ed at Deadwood and 
Five Others Discharged. 

Deapwoop, 8. D., March 14.—[Special.]— 
A verdict in the case of the United States 
against Straight-Head and six other Indians 
was rendered this morning. Straight-Head, 
Captain of the Indian police. and Scare-the- 
Hawk, the Lieutenant, were found guilty of 
assault with intent to do great bodily harm, 
and the other five, Crane, Dennis-Buck, Blue- 
Spotted, Shell-Earrmgs, and Puts-on-His- 
Moccasins, were acquitted and discharged. 

These seven Indians, all members of the po- 
lice force at Cheyenne Agency, were indicted 
for the murder of William Fielder on the 
Cheyenne Reservation March 8, 1893, Field. 
er was @ squaw man and was killed while re- 
sisting arrest, After he had twice bluffed the 
police and had bragged there were not enough 
police on the reservation to take him Capt. 
Straight-Head with six police had gone up to 
his house in compliance with the orders of the 
Agent to arrest him for beating his wife and 
were attacked by Fielder with an ax. 

There was a dramatic scene in the court- 
room when the seven Indians gave that por- 
tion of the testimony relating to the attack 
and the killing of Fielder in pantomime. The 
counsel for the defense has objected to 
Straight-Head and Scare-the-Hawk  deing 
sentenced, holding that the United States 
Court: has no jurisdiction over the offense 
named in the verdict, as there is no such of- 
fense known in the United States statutes, 
The Judge took the matter under wvonsidera- 
tion until tomorrow, 

This verdict has been awaited with great 
interest by every person directly or indirect- 
ly interested in the Indians, not only the 
Cheyenne but on every agency in the United 
States. The Indian police are a power on the 
reservation in preserving peace and order, and 
have been the means of building up amovg 
Indians loyalty to the government as dis- 
tinguished from loyalty to chief, and it was 
feared if these-men were convicted the ef.- 
ficiency of the indian police would be de- 
stroyed., 


CENSURING THE MAYOR AND GOUNCIL, 


Mass- Meeting at Spring Valley, I1L, Renews 
Its Expression of Indictation. 

Sprine Vauiey, Iil., March 14.—[Special.] 
—The members of the Spring Valley City 
Council who were asked to resign by a citi- 
zens’ committee personally appeared before 
the taxpayers at the Opera-House last night 
and invited investigation of their official acts, 
All the Aldermen were questioned, but noth- 
ing developed to show there was any bood- 
ling, as was charged at Sunday’s indignation 
meeting.

last night and breught to this city to answer 
to three indictments for embezzlement. The 
indictments allege embezzlement of $5,000 
belonging to the three heirs of the Abel es- 
tate, of whom Sauer has been guardian.

WANTS THE FEES TO BECOME REVENUE, 


Bill Proposed to Maxe the County Officials 
Turn Over Certain Money. 

President Healy of the County Board has 
had an act drafted which will be presented /to 
the Legislature Monday making the fees 
earned by the various county officers part/ of 
the revenue of the county. The. bill will af- 
fect the Sheriff, the Recorder of Deeds, Copn- 
ty Clerk, and Cierks of the Circuit, Superior, 
Criminal, and Probate Courts. By the bill it 
will not be lawful for any of these officers) to 
retain fees collected by them for more than a 
week, nor to nake any disbursements what- 
soever ffom the collected fees, All money 
thus obtained is to be turned over to the 
County Treasurer. All salaries of the offices 
affected by the bill are to be paid by the 
County Treasurer, a‘ter being properly audit- 
ed by the County Board. The bill provides 
the penalty for a failure or refusal to fulfill 
the provisions of the measure. On conviction 
any county officer may be fined not leas than 
$100 nor more than $1,000, or may be im- 
prisoned in the County Jail rot exceeding pne 
year, and may be removed from office by /the 
Judge before whom the conviction 1s had. | 

At present the officers mentioned have paid 
the costs of their office out of the fees collect- 
ed by them without special supervision of 'the 
County Board. In many cases where the | of- 
fices have been more than self-supporting |the 
revenue has been dissipated by the employ- 
menteof unnecessary help. Last year ‘the 
revenue fell considerably below the estimate 
upon which the appropriation bill was based. 
President Healy believes the passage of this 
bill will remove the tendency of the heads of

Headquarters Will Be Changed. . 


Sr. Pavs, Minn., March 14.—{Special.]—The 
headquarters of the Northern 
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junction Against the Grand Lodge. 

Waldeck Lodge, No. 136, of the Knights 
of Pythias has appealed to the courts to pre- 
vent the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois 
from taking from it its charter for refusing 
to comply with the edict of the order abolish- 
ing the use of a ritual jin German. On a 
lengthy bill which was filed in the Superior 
Court Judge Brentano yesterday sued an 
injunction to restrain the grand lodge of the 
State from carrying out an order to expel 
Waldeck Lodge until the case can be beard in 
court. A test case in behalf of other German 
lodges was recently tried in Indianapolis and 
the action of the supreme lodge was 
sustained. The law abolishing the Ger- 
man language in the proceedings 
of _ subordinate lodges provides that 
any person yiolating it shall on 
conviction te expelled from the order. 
Waldeck Lodge. it is asserted in the bill, was 
organized in 1885. Its by-laws which were 
approved by the supreme loage a'lowed the 
use of the German ritual. It is claimed the 
members of Waldeck Lodge were educated 
in the German language and are unfamiliar 
with the English. It is said they are unable 
to expound the les-ons contained in the 
rituals in any except the German language. 
The complaint charges the members ot Wal- 
deck Lodge with willful and repeated viola- 
tion of the Pythian law and of conduct sup- 
versive of and disloyai to the constitution and 
lawa of the order. These charges, the bill 
avers, were wholiy unfounded and untrue, and 
in the effort to justify the unlawful demand 
of the Grand Chancellor false arguments and 
shallow pretexts, prompted by fanaticism and 
prejudice against the German people and 
their language, were resorted to in the com- 
plaint. The password which is issued semi- 
annually has been denied to the complainant 
lodge and its members. The court was asked 
to restrain the grand lodge and its officers and 
the members of the grand tribunal from car- 
rying out the order of the latter or taking 
away the charter of the lodge or any of its 
property.
